Husband Tells Supposed Kid- 
napers to Send Message 
Before Noon Thursday.

STONY BROOK, N. Y., June 22. 
—The husband of Alice McDonell 
Parsons, missing Long Island 
woman, issued a statement to sup- 
posed kidnapers of his wife yester- 
day that he would turn the case 
over to authorities if he fails to 
receive proof she is still alive by 
noon Thursday. 

William H. Parsons, the hus- 
ban, again assured “the persons re- 
sponsible for my wife’s disappear- 
ance” that law enforcement of- 
ficers and press representatives 
will not interfere with attempts to 
get in touch with him until that 
hour. 

Parsons read his statement to a 
gathering of Federal agents and 
reporters and photographers on the 
lawn of his home. 

A few hours earlier, Earl Con- 
nelley, in charge of Federal agents, 
announced his men would continue 
on the case although there appar- 
ently has been no shred of evidence 
since a $25,000 ransom note was 
found in the Parsons car on June 
9. the day she disappeared. 

“All members of the family join 


me, in our helpless situation, in a 
plea to the person holding my wife 
to arrange her safe and immediate 
return,” said Parsons, reading from 
a@ prepared statement. “All our as- 
surances to these persons are again 
given.” 

Indicating the apparently com- 
plete lack of clews, Parsons re- 
ferred sometimes to one “person” 
and at other times to the plural of 
the word in his appeal to the sup- 
posed kidnaper or kidnapers. 

“Due to the lapse of time,” he 
said, “we must request that the 
persons concerned immediately 
furnish to us a definite assurance 
and clew she is alive at this time. 
Also some definite identification 
that the person we are dealing 
with is the person who is holding 
my wife. 

“I, therefore, urgently

It charged that only six of the 
trust’s factories were operating nor- 
mally and that production was only 
34 per cent short of the cement 
quota during the first five months 
of this year.

vival of a primitive instinct. Mosaic law, 
for instance, contemplated a thorough re- 
distribution of wealth once in every 50 
years; redistribution of wealth was the ac- 
cepted method of redistributing income. 

Frequently, such redistributions have been 
based on the eruption of depressed classes; 
sometimes (as in the United States today) 
they are the frank implementation of a hu- 
manitarian policy. Underlying them is the 
hypothesis that redistribution of income is 
necessary for national economic well-being. 

A few estimates give a general idea of the 
situation. In 1929, less than 50,000,000 people 
in the United States had incomes at all: of 
these, 40,000,000, about 80 per cent, made 
$2500 or less. If we take $2500 a year per 
family as a rough measure of a decent stand- 
ard of living (surely not too high in present- 
day civilization), we find that the popula- 
tion’s great bulk lay below that line. 

One salient fact begins to emerge: the 
main task consists of leveling up rather than 
leveling down; the policy of dispersion of 
income is useful to the extent that, and only 
to the extent that, it achieves this result. 
Assuming we are trying to deal with this 80 
per cent, how much of the national income 
do they get? Actually, they get roughly half. 

A fair guess is that 20 per cent of the 
people who have incomes take in more than 
$2500 a year, and that the total of their 
takings is just under half the national in- 
come, leaving 80 per cent of the people who 
work for a living to divide the rest. The 
maximum that dispersion through taxes 
could accomplish would be a transfer of 
30 per cent of the national income from the 
top, or over-$2500 group, to the bottom, or 
under-$2500 group. Were this done to math- 
ematical perfection, there still would be an 
enormous body of low-income groups which 
did not come near a $2500 standard. 

° * * 

Let us pass over all questions of desira- 
bility and policy and assume that we want 
lo come as near as We can to just this re- 
sult. How far can a taxing policy do it? 
The answer is that it cannot. 

Two-thirds of the national income is paid 
out to employes, Employes, of course, in- 
clude not merely small wage-earners, but 
bank presidents; nevertheless, even if we 
aggregate the high salaries of major ex- 
ecutives, the overwhelming bulk of this 
figure (some 53 billion dollars in a year 
like 1929) goes to the lower bracket groups. 
The method of distributing the largest part 
of the national income is therefore through 
wages rather than through income from 
property. A little might be done in level- 
ing off high salaries and raising low ones, 
but it would be a small item. 

About one-sixth of the national income 
goes to individual enterprisers, including 
farmers; and they are, in the main. the re- 
cipients of relatively small incomes. In 
this class are, of course, a few very Righly 
paid people. In bulk, however, thi is in- 
come that results from work of one sort or 


the national income, leaving only one-sixth 
in the hands of investors. In 1929, the cor- 
porate savings, which are the object of the 
present tax requiring corporations to pay 
dividends, were estimated as amounting to 
only 1 per cent of the national income. This, 
obviously, is not a major factor, and unless 
it is to be assumed that investors are not 
to have any income, the amount to be sub- 
tracted from investment income by taxation 
that can be dealt with here is plainly lim- 
ited in quantity, It may be a significant ag- 
gregate. It is not a prime attack. 
« * « 

The conclusion would have to be that 
while in the upper brackets there was a 
concentration which could be broken up 
through combined taxation of unduly large 
property holdings and of unduly large in- 
comes, the problem’s bulk lies elsewhere. 

Dispersion of national income occasioned 
through taxes on property appears to op- 
erate directly only on roughly 20 per cent 
of the field. 

Taxation can do a great deal: but, car- 
ried out most perfectly and ruthlessly, it 
would merely shift 30 per cent of the na- 
tional income from an upper bracket con- 
sisting of one-fifth of the income producers, 
into a lower bracket consisting of 80 per 
cent. Obviously, to do so would be to tear 
out the realization of the ideal which most 
Americans hope ultimately to achieve for 
themselves or their children. For the sur- 
face indications are that a great part of that 
30 per cent would be taken away, not from 
princes of property or accumulators, but 
from people who are efficient at their jobs 
and earn moderately high incomes (but 
mainly less than $15,000 a year) because 
they are superior people. Only a small frac- 
tion of it would be taken from accumulators, 
property-holders, investors and corporations 
which have failed to distribute as rapidly as 
they gathered income. 

Probably the major force for dispersion 
lies in the demands of workers for better 
pay, and conceivably in the demand of con- 
sumers for lower prices. Even if dispersion 
were complete, based on a boom year like 
1929, the result would be far short of any 
goal of a national standard of living—un- 
less dispersion automatically produced an 
increase in the national income. 

* * ? 

This brings us to the final proposition. 
which in my judgment must be cardinal! jn 
our thinking in this field. 

The real object must be increase in the 
national income. Tools are appearing to 
take care of sufficient dispersion to prevent 
undue accumulation. But the underlying and 
eternal problem is the problem of so using 
our national plant and our resources that 
the income of the country may steadily and 
continuously rise. The job is to level up 
far more than to level down. 

Jistribution is one problem. But if the 
ultimate goal is to be reached, there must 
be a great deal more to distribute,

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ART MUSEUM BUYS 15 PER CENT HOSPITAL 


NINTH CENTURY BOWL

Fifteenth Century Painting of 
the Annunciation Also 
Acquired. 


Acquisition of an _ earthenware 
/bowl, made in Mesopotamia in the 
ninth century, and of a fiteenth 
‘century Italian painting of the An- 
nunciation, attributed to Bartolom- 
|meo Caporali, was announced today 
| by the Art Museum. 

The bowl, which adds to the mu- 
seum’s collection of important Is- 
lamic pottery, is of a type found in 
the ruins of the city of Samarra, 
which existed briefly from 838 to 
883 as the residence of the Abbasid 
caliphs before they removed to Bag- 
dad. The design on the piece shows 
two camels, one bearing a standard 


and the other a driver. They are 
in brown against a white dappled 
background and at the side is a 
name, probably that of Talkha, 
ninth convert of Islam, who, accord- 
ing to legend, alone rode a camel 
at the battle of Bedr. 

Though the drawing is stylized, it 
reflects skillful execution by the 
artist, who has given the design a 
sense of the monumental and of the 
epic quality of Eastern legend. The 
cost of the piece, obtained from a 
New York dealer, was $7000. It is 
on display in the Persian room, 
gallery 26.

inches square, and was formerly in

ion the left, listening to the words 
of an angel kneeling before her in 
/an open court on the right. God ap- 
pears in the heavens at the ex- 
treme upper right and bestows ben- 
ediction, indicated by diagonal 
streams of golden light, on which 
the Holy Ghost in the form of a 
dove descends to the Virgin. 

The work is of a type not 
hitherto represented in the muse- 
um’s collection. Though the sub- 
ject is one of the most usual in 
the religious art of the period and 
one which in many cases was stere- 
otyped, the artist introduced vari- 
ety by replacing the uniform goid 
background of earlier works with 
a combination of landscape and ar- 
chitecture. Caporali, who lived 
from 1420 to 1505, thus reflected 
the rapidly growing interest in ar- 
chitectural forms characteristic of 
the early Renaissance. 

The painting has escaped severe 
injury during its five centuries of 
existence and appears today prac- 
tically as it did when painted. Pur- 
chased from a London firm for 
$5000, it is on exhibition in gal- 
lery 4.

bership, was announced by Fred 
|W. Russe, president of the group, 
who explained it was necessitated 
by rising costs of supplies. In a 
statement, Russe said: 

“A comparative study of staple 
commodities, in daily use by hos- 
pitals, shows that prices have in- 
_creased from 10 to 79 per cent for 
the first four months of 1937 as 
compared with the same period in 
1936. 

“Taking a group of some 50 ar- 
ticles, food stuffs, drugs and other 
supplies required in the operation 
of a hospital, it was found that the 
average increase in price was 22 
per cent. It was the feeling of 
the council that a small increase of 
5 per cent in charges to the patient 
would, in some measure, assist the 
hospitals in meeting the rising cost 
of operation. 

“Hospitals, carrying a heavy load 
of free and part-pay patients, are 
largely dependent upon philanthro- 
py to make up the inevitable defi- 
cits. In recent years, due to depres-

Liberty and Democracy in Danger, Despite As- | 


surances of ‘Political 


Medicine Men,’ Retir- 


ing Yale President Tells Graduates. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW HAVEN, Conn., June 22.— 
Dr. James Rowland Angell, retiring 
president of Yale, severely con- 
demned the Roosevelt administra- 
tion’s policies again today in his 
final speech before the graduating 
classes of Yale College, the Shef- 
field Scientific School and _ the 
School of Engineering. 


He declared liberty and democra- | 


cy in the United States are in dan- 
ger despite the “dogmatic assur- 
ance” to the contrary of “political 
medicine men.” He warned the 


country to be on guard lest it wind | 


up with a “bastard democracy.” 

Sunday, in his baccalaureate ad- 
dress, he criticised President Roose- 
velt’s labor policies and Supreme 
Court scheme. Dr. Angell, head of 
Yale since 1921, will be succeeded in 
office by Dr. Charles Seymour. 

In his prepared address. today, 
Dr. Angell attacked the “pressure 


group,” which he blamed for sit- 
'down strikes, among other activi- 
ties. He also asserted that freedom 
‘is menaced by many forces besides 
|the dictator, and said tnat “tyranny 
‘is not less tyranny when exercised 
by a dictator, or an irresponsible 
'government bureau, or a less re- 
_sponsible labor boss, than when im- 
| posed by an economic royalist.” 
Using the “integrity and _ inde- 
| pendence of the courts” as the main 
basis for his warning of danger to 
'freedom and democracy, Dr. Angell 
asserted: 

“One would like to accept at their 
face value the dogmatic assurances 
of our political medicine men that 
neither liperty not democracy are 
in peril in our land. To be sure, if 
one conceives democracy as a sys- 
tem that accords to numerical ma- 
_jorities, no matter how slender, the 
right to exercise unlimited powers, 
‘then it is perhaps at the moment 
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not wholly out of fashion in the 
United States... . 

“But, if democracy be conceived, 
as men of our lineage have for cen- 
turies done, as involving the pro- 
tection of indefensible human rights 
through the integrity and _ inde- 
pendence of the courts, then one 
must admit that menacing shadows 
have already fallen athwart our 
path.” 

Danger to Democracy. 

“We may not be prepared,” said 
Dr. Angell, “to accept the common 
Fascist doctrine that modern 
democracy is merely the spawn of 
a decaying liberalism, but we may 
well be alert to see that in scotch- 
ing some of the sins of industrial 
capitalism we do not end up with 
a bastard democracy deriving from 
Communistic sentiment and ideol- 
ogy while employing to gain its 
ends a Fascist technique of irre- 
sponsible force.” 

“The technique of the pressure 
group,” asserted President Angell, 
“has again and again demonstrated 
in our legislative halls its malign 
power over the judgment of honest 
but timid men. The shameful his- 
tory of our bonus legislation is an 
object lessons which no citizen who 
wants to see a true democracy pre- 
served would ever forget. 

“The sit-down strike is an exam- 
ple in industry of the same effort 
of small pressure groups to terrify 
and coerce majorities on behalf of 
their purely selfish interests.”

INDUSTRIAL CRISIS 


Dr. Angeell in his baccalaureate 
address Sunday, opposed the eco- 
nomic and Supreme Court polices 
of the Roosevelt administration and 
said the present labor struggle 
jeopardizes the peace and prosper- 
ity of the nation.

HEN your partner has bid a 
Wu: and you have a five card 
or longer suit of your own, you 
should choose between the two 
suits on the basis of the rule of x 
plus 1, as follows: 

1. Determine how many stoppers 
declarer’s side probably has in each 
suit. You can estimate the strength 
of your partner's suit according to 
whether, he bid it at the level of 
one, two or three. In your own suit, 
unless it is of a solid nature (K Q 
J x x) you usually should assume 
that declarer has at least two stop- 
pers. 2. Count the number of en- 
tries you hold and estimate the num- 
ber of entries your partner prob- 
ably holds (the number of honor 
tricks shown by his bid. 3. Apply 
the rule of X plus * to both suits, 
and open the suit which ie more 
likely to be established. Remember 
that the opening lead may be 
counted as one entry in either case. 
4. If you estimate the two suits to 
be of about equal strength, you 
usually should open your partners 
suit, since it may be stronger than 
you anticipate.

Since he had only one and one-half 
honor tricks, and those in partner's 
suit, he should have had at the 
minimum a singleton in some other 
suit to increase his playing strength. 
Judging from the basis of a shut- 
out, however, the bid had consider- 
able merit. As it happens, East- 
West actually could have made 
game in clubs had they been al- 
lowed to “get together” in the bid- 
ding. 

West opened the club queen, East 
signaled a “come-on,” and declarer 
ruffed the club continuation. On 
the assumption that success or fail- 
ure depended squarely on the posi- 
tion of the diamond king, declarer 
then drew the one outstanding 
trump, and led a diamond from the 
dummy. The queen finesse lost, 
however, and laterethere was no 
way to avoid the loss of two heart 
tricks, for the contract's defeat. 

I feel that declarer did not give 
himself the best chance. On ruff- 
ing the second club, declarer should 
run off four spades, ending in dum- 
my. West, undoubtedly, would dis- 
card his three clubs, but on the 
fourth round might well decide to 
let go a heart instead of a dia- 
mond. If he did, the following play 
probably would prove effective: 

A heart to the nine spot, which 
West would win with the jack. West 
then would have to select an exit 
card. A diamond obviously woula 
go into declarer’s tenace. A low 
heart would permit declarer to cash 
the ace and throw West back on 
lead with the heart king, for a 
forced diamond return. 

Thus, declarer could have maneu- 
vered to put West in the position 
where only the return of the heart 
king would defeat the contract.

The first exercise is to spend an 
hour every day without saying any- 
thing except in answer to direct 
questions. This should be done in 
the midst of your usual group, and 
without giving anyone the impres- 
sion that you are sulking or suffer- 
ing from a bad headache. Present 
as ordinary an appearance as pos- 
sible; simply do not speak. Answer 
questions just to their limit, and no 
further; give a full and adequate 
answer, but do not continue with 
volunteered remarks which are sug- 
gested by the answer or question, 
and do not attempt in any way to 
draw another question from your 
interlocutor. Oddly enough, this is 
difficult discipline for even a nor- 
mally taciturn person. We are all 
so used to breaking into speech 
whenever we meet one another, 
merely in order to give evidence of 
o.t friendliness and accessibility, 
that we talk almost constantly 
whenever there is an opportunity. 


This discipline is found in almost 
every country which is the home of 
a genuinely old religion.

WOMAN reported, with much 
A amusement, that she had never 

had such a personal success in 
her life as during the hour she sat 
silent and smiling at a party. Her 
silence seemed to act as a magnet 
and a Challenge in a way her gaiety 
had never done. 

The experimenters, however, 
agreed on one matter: While the 
silence lasted, a sense of mastery 
grew in them. When they resumed 
speech it was with the sense of 
using speech definitely and pur- 
posefully, and always with the 
knowledge that the resort of silence 
could be found at will. 

The second discipline is to learn 
to think for a half-an-hour a day 
exclusively on one subject. Simple 
|as this sounds it is first ludicrously 
‘hard to do. To begin with, a con- 
'crete object should be chosen; a 
‘flower, a bottle of ink, a scarf. 
| Do not have it before you; build 
it up in your mind. With a flower, 
‘for instance, describe it to yourself 
as each of the senses would report 
it. When that is done, go on to how 
it grows and where; what it sym- 
bolizes, if anything; what uses are 
made of it. From this simple be- 
ginning, work up to considering a 
concrete problem, and, finally, to 
an abstraction. Start with subjects 
which really interest you, but when 
you have taught your mind not to 
wander even for a moment, begin 
choosing a subject by putting your 
' finger at random on a newspaper 
or the page of a book, and think on 
the first idea suggested by the lines 
you have touched. 

You will find it very revealing to 
start this «xercise with a pencil and 
pad, and to make a slight check on 
‘the paper whenever you find your 
attention slipping. If you are really 
quick to realize when your mind has 
begun to wander, you will find your 
paper very full for the first few 
days. The value of this exercise 
must be obvious .o anyone who 
hopes to engage in original work, 
‘or to introduce new procedures of 
any sort. 

The thire discipline is to write a 
letter without once using the fol- 
lowing words; I, me, my, mine. 
Make it smooth and keep it interest- 
‘ing. If the recipient of the let- 
|ter notices that there is something 
|odd about it, the exercise has failed. 
This practice, and others like it, 
again allows us to see ourselves 
|in perspective. In order to write 
'a good letter of the sort, it is neces- 
sary to turn the mind outward, to

the mouth, and often kills them off 
within a few hours. If virulent 
diphtheria bacilli are exposed to 
saliva or are placed in a glassful 
of saliva, they are almost invariably 
changed to non-virulent forms, or 
else killed off altogether. 

There is perhaps a variation in 
the potency of the saliva from time 
to time. Under certain conditions it 
may not act as promptly or as com- 
pletely as at others. It is possible 
in these periods low potency that 
germs of one kind or another get 
a foothold in the mouth cavity. 

Not only diphtheria, but many 
other forms of disease producing 
germs are destroyed in the same 
way. Whatever substance it is in 
the saliva that is destructive to 
germs, it is destroyed by heating to 
about 120 degrees Fahrenheit. 
Somewhat the same thing is true 
to the normal mucus of the nose. 

These studies indicate the mis- 
leading nature of claims made for 
mouth antiseptics and nasal 
douches. The claim that a mouth 
antiseptic kills all germs in a very 
short period of a time is, in most 
instances, untrue. Any antiseptic 
which will -kill the germs will also 
kill the cells of the mucous mem- 
brane. Most of the antiseptics so 
advertised are extremely weak in 
their ability to kill bacteria, and 
as these studies show, it is much 
better to let nature’s own antisep- 
tics in the saliva and nasal mucus 
kill off bacteria in their own way. 
It is even possible that certain 
mouth antiseptics do harm by ine- 
hibiting the bacteria killing power 
of the saliva and nasal mucus. 


QUESTIONS FROM READERS, 

R. E. B.: “State the amounts 
necessary to yield 100 calories in 
the following items: Sugar, bacon, 
mayonnaise, canned cherries, rice, 
dried figs, sugar doughnuts, gravy, 
raisins and dates. Kindly tell me 
how to compute the caloric content 
of dishes such as stew, tamales, 
Spanish rice, etc.” 

Answer: In such books as Ed- 
win A. Locke’s “Food Values” 
there are lists of every food known 
with the weight and the household 
measurements which would be 
about 100 calories. Computations 
from these books are very casy, 
In the case of the foods mentioned, 
about three cubes of sugar is 100 
calories; one-half ounce of bacon, 
which is a small slice; one medium 
tablespoon of mayonnaise; a large 
dried fig; about one average

The American to Consoli- 
date With Evening Jour- 
nal and Daily Mirror— 
Sunday Issue to Continue 


$1,000,000 LOSS 
IN YEAR REPORTED 


Publisher Gave Name in 
1902 to Morning Edition 
of Journal Which He 
Bought for $180,000.

NEW YORK, June 23.—The New 


York American, published in New 
York under that name by William 
Randolph Hearst since 1902 and 
generally regarded as the pub- 
lisher’s favorite among his news- 
papers, will go out of existence as 
a separate publication and its fea- 
tures will be absorbed into the 
Hearst-owned New York Evening 
Journal and the Daily Mirror, morn- 
ing tabloid, beginning with Friday’s 


iss!’ 24. 

After several days during which 
rumors have been prevalent that the 
American’s days were numbered, 
an announcement to that effect was 
printed on the front page of that 
newspaper this morning. The Amer- 
ican stated that its daily member- 
ship in the Associated Press and 
the City News Association would 
be transferred to the Mirror. 


Gist of Announcement. 

The gist of the announcement 
follows: 

“The New York American, begin- 
ning with Friday’s issues, will con- 

e with the New York Journal 
in the evening and with the New 
York Mirror in the morning fields. 

“The New York American trans- 
fers its Associated Press daily mem- 
bership franchise and many of its 
daily features to the New York 
Daily Mirror.” 

The announcement added that the 
Sunday American would be pub- 
lished “in conjunction with” the 
Journal and that it would retain 
its Associated Press membership. 

The publisher’s decision, it was 
understood, was reached after five 
days of conferences between Hearst 
and many of his executives. 

The reason given in the announce- 
ment for discontinuing the Amer- 
ican as a separate daily follows: 

“The practical disadvantages of 
maintaining three competing news- 
papers in one community make a 
combination of this kind desirable 
and beneficial. The creation of two 
powerful papers of enlarged size, 
with many added pages and fea- 
tures, will be of immense advan- 
tage, not only to the Mirror and 
the Journal, but to the reading 
public. Furthermore, the largest 
Measure of employment possible 
will be maintained.” | 

The number of persons employed 
by the American is estimated at 
2800. How far down the line Hearst 
will be able to go in employment 
for the workers was not disclosed. 


Heavy Loss Reported. 

The extent to which finances 
prompted Hearst’s decision could 
not be ascertained. It is reported in 
newspaper circles that the Amer- 
ican had been one of his heaviest 
losers. A report in the American 
office this week was that the paper 
lost $1,000,000 last year, the worst 
annual loss in its history. In March 
Hearst filed with the Securities & 
Exchange Commission a registra- 
tion statement listing debentures of 
$22,500,000 and sought permission to 
issue securities totaling $21,600,000.
